The 
latest victims discovered were 
believed on the hotel's first 
floor when it collapsed in the 
explosion. 
Authorities said there were 
more bodies in the basement 
area. 
Fremont Fire Chief Howard 
Schneider had said earlier that 
the area which housed the lob­ 
by and shops of the hotel was 
too dangerous to enter. 
Schneider had called off the 
search, but Dodge County Atiy. 
and Coroner F. A. Gossett III 
said the search would resume if 
more bodies were discovered in 
a visual survey of the base­ 
ment. 
Investigators were working 
on the theory that there was a 
gas explosion in one corner of 
the building, Schneider said. 
He said he expected to find 
more bodies in the basement of 
the hotel, because there prob­ 
ably were people in the coffee 
shop and barber shop on the 
first floor of the 57-year-old 
brick hotel. 
The explosion blew a hole in 
the street level flow. Water 
mains burst, flooding the base­ 
ment.

John Wayne 
shifts interests 
to energy field 


HARTFORD (AP) - Shifting 


his sitfits from shoot-em-ups to 
break-em-downs, actor John 
Wayne is trying to interest Con­ 
necticut in t process for turn­ 
ing garbage into oil end meth­ 
ane gas. 
Wayne says the "pyrohydro- 


genation” process becked by 
his Duke Engineering Co. of Ir­ 
vine, CaUf. could turn the 
state’s annual load of three mil­ 
lion tone of garbage into 7.1 
million barrels of oil and 12 bil­ 
lion cubic feet of gas. 
The United States uses about 


'16 million barrels of oil a day. 


If Wayne's process worked as 
outlined, it would provide about 
19,490 barrels of oil a day, a 
significant amount of oil but 
hardly a dent in what’s needed 
in the nation or even Con­ 
necticut. 


Nonetheless, 19,000 barrels a 
day is better than most individ­ 
ual ,oil wells produce in this 
country. The key to success of 
a project such as Wayne's 
would be the cost-per-barrel. If 
the process can come close to 
the 
price-per-barrel 
of con­ 
ventionally produced oil, then it 
could be economically viable. 
Otherwise he might be produc­ 
ing oil that costs more to pro­ 
duce than it is worth in the 
marketplace. 
Many energy experts say 
such synthetic energy systems 
are too expensive to be prac­ 
tical at’ this time. Wayne and 
his engineering company dis­ 
agree. 
Wayne's process involves the 
breaking down of garbage into 
basic chemical components and 
"cracking” (a heating process 
used in conventional refineries) 
to produce oil 
Charles Stroh, chairman of 
the Connecticut Resources Re­ 
covery Authority, says he re­ 
ceived a brief proposal from 
Wayne's 
firm. 
He says 
he 
wants to know more about what 
financial guarantees the firm 
has before spending a lot of 
time on the proposal 
Stroh says the company is in­ 
terested in putting up the mon­ 
ey needed for construction and 
implementation of a facility in 
Connecticut where the process 
would be carried out 
Another alternative is for the 
recovery authority, a quasi­ 
government agency supervising 
the state's resource recovery 
program, to sell bonds for the 
project that would be guaran­ 
teed by Wayne and his associ­ 
ates. he says. 
Wayne says his system w ill 
give Connecticut "a reliable 
source of energy, solve a se­ 
vere environmental

and provide a profit to boot 
The process, which is also 
being experimented with by 
major American petroleum pro­ 
ducers, involves treating solid 
waste in a special reaction 
chamber in the absence of oxy­ 
gen and using hydrogen as a 
catalyst.

Dr. Lamb 
Legs cramp 
at night

DEAR DR LAM B - I ve 
had a problem for the last two 
months My legs cramp and 
wake me about 4 or 5 a m. 
Last night for the first time 
both of my legs cramped It 
starts just above my ankle 
and spreads to my toes, most­ 
ly. it turns up my btg toe 
I'm 62 and had my blood 
pressure checked and it was 
140 over 90 I am a barber and. 
of course, stand a lot but only 
walk about 10 blocks a day 
Would you please send me 
any information that might 
help me to overcome this 
problem 
I do try to help 
myself before bothering my 
doctor because I seem to be in 
good health otherwise 
DEAR R EA D ER - An oc­ 
casional leg or foot cramp 
with no other problems in 
standing, walking or using the 
feet is usually not important 
But anyone who has frequent 
or recurrent leg or foot 
cramps will need a doctor s 
examination 
Some cramps such as you 
have are related to poor cir- 
r ulation to the legs because of 
ibstructions that develop in 
the main arteries In many of 
these cases, the best treat­ 
ment is surgical correction of 
the obstruction I do not know 
that you have such a problem 
but neither will anyone else 
without examining you first, 
including feeling the arterial 
pulsations to your thigh area, 
behind the knee and in the 
foot. 
Other leg cramps are. caus­ 
ed by orthopedic problems 
You may have some dif­ 
ficulties because of standing 
all day to do your barbering. 


Süll other leg cramp» occur 
for no apparent reason These 
sometimes can be helped by 
taking calcium, and in other 
cases by using quinidine or 
related medicines. 
As many of my readers 
know, wearing long warm 
wool or heavy socks to bed at 
night often helps prevent 
cramps 
The.retained body 
heat seems to relieve the 
tendency to cramping. The 
feet normally get colder than 
the rest of the body during the 
night because they are 
farthest away from the heart. 
This can be demonstrated by 
measuring skin temperatures 
Try the long warm socks if 
vou iike but I really wish you 
would let your doctor examine 
vour feet 
DEAR DR LAM B - 1 am 
on a hypoglycem ia diet 
Among other foods the diet in­ 
dicates I may have one or two 
eggs for breaxfast and again 
for lunch 
With all the discussion 
about cholesterol these days. I 
asked my doctor if this was 
not too many eggs He said 
studies have* shown that as 
long as the eggs are soft 
boiled they would not increase 
one's cholesterol level Is this 
true? 
D EAR R E A D E R - Ab­ 
solutely not! Some lucky peo­ 
ple can eat high cholesterol 
foods and not have a rise in 
their own blood cholesterol 
level but that has nothing to do 
with whether an egg is raw. 
fried, poached, soft-boiled or 
otherwise There is no special 
way to prepare eggs to 
eliminate their cholesterol 
content.

Other leg cramps are.caus- 
ed by orthopedic problems

Still other leg cramps occur 
for no apparent reason These 
sometimes can be helped by 
taking calcium, and in other 
cases by using quinidine or 
related medicines 
As many ol my readers

wearing long warm 
wool or heavy socks to bed at 
night often helps prevent 
cramps 
The.retained body 
heat seems to relieve the

It did not matter that the store 
had been broken into five times 
in nine months, she said She 
and her sister, Opal Langley, 
who owns the store, were going 
to keep trying. But that was 
before the robbery.

WASHINGTON - Deep in the 
bowels of the Internal Revenue 
Service building is a large steel 
door with a sign outside of it 
which says “Restricted Area - 
Authorized Personnel Only."

guards are 
stationed in front of it and 
everyone who goes in and out is 
checked twice. This special 
bureau called FITF is in charge 
of devising Federal Income Tax 
Forms that no one can un­ 
derstand. 
A staff of cryp­ 
tographers and code experts 
work day and night to devise 
new methods of faxing the 
taxpayer so he will be unable to 
fill out his 1010 Form. 
Last May an IRS agent in the 
Minneapolis office started to go 
over ttw 1874 return of a soybean 
farmer in Duluth when he sat up 
with a start. The form had been 
filled out by the farmer himself 
and there were no mistakes. 
He immediately picked up his 
phone and called the director of 
FITF. 
"Sir,” the agent said, "I think 
someone has broken our 1040 
code. I have a soybean farmer in 
Duluth who filled out his tax 
return without the aid of an 
accountant or a tax lawyer.” 
“Are you sure it just wasn’t an 
accident?" the director said. 
"Certain, sir. He as even able 
to fill out Par IH 18B which 
refers to Section D Lines 12 (a) 
and 14 (c) by combining the 
amounts shown on line 5 and 
13.” 
"Oh my God,” the director 
said. "Did he get Part V 
Question 40 by reducing his 
grain on line 18 to the extant of 
the loss, if any, on line 38, as 
referred to in Instruction K?" 

It’s as if he 
had our cods book in front of him 
while he was flllign out the 
form.” 
"I’ll notify the commissioner 
and secretary of the treasury at 
once.” The director hung up and 
picked up his red hot-line phone.

ENFORCE FAIR 
COMPETITION 
The shipe of the U.S. Merchant 
Marine are a national asset of 
crucial importance and should 
be recognized and treated as 
such. But it does little good to 
have in the U.S. fleet the most 
modem 
and 
efficient 
high- 
technology ships in the world, 
able to compete on a fair basis 
with vessels from any nation, if 
we do not take steps to ensure 
that there will be cargoes for 
those ships to haul. As things 
now stand, U.S.-flag ships carry 
only 5.6 percent of this country's 
foreign trade. By contrast, the 
percentage for Japan is 46.6, 
France 38.3, Great Britain 35, 
Rally 33.3 and the Soviet Union 
at least 50 percent. 
The problem is that a ship 
from any nation can enter any 
American port and compete for 
cargo 
by 
undercutting 
established rates by 50 percent 
or more. The American Institute 
of Merchant Shipping explains 
that, "When a foreign shipowner 
has tom e excess tonnage 
available, this la precisely what 
la done. Business between the 
United Klndgom and India a bit 
slack? Well, Just dump the 
excess tonnage into the U.S. 
trades, and try to generate at 
least enough revenue to pay 
operating expenses until things 
pick up again.” 
The fleets of other nations 
operate in a "closed Conference 
system" in which the members 
determine how much tonnage is 
required on a particular route 
and what the rates and con­ 
ditions of service will be. If any 


outside ship shows up to com­ 
pete in the trade, vessels are 
resigned specifically to dog its 
steps and undercut its rates so 
that the threat of cutthroat, 
below-cost competition simply 
to keep ships busy is eliminated 
The use of sucb "fitting ships. 
" along 
with 
many 
other 
defensive 
measures 
are 
prohibited by law to U.S. liner 
operators, who consequently are 
saddled with a crippling com 
petitive disadvantage. 
Legislative action must be 
taken to assure that a fair

The theory 
is that 
government inspection assures 
that one drug is just as good as 
another regardless of whether it 
carries a reputable manufac­ 
turer's name. But is the public 
justified in accepting the word of 
a government agency that all 
drugs are equal and that price 
should be the primary criterion 
of acceptability’ The theory of 
equivalency-that all drugs are 
alike in quality-has been con­ 
demned time and again by such 
leading scientific authorities as 
the 
National 
Academy 
of 
Sciences, the Drug Research 
Board, the Academy of Phar­ 
maceutical Sciences, and many 
of 
the 
professional 
medical 
associations. As Mr C. Joseph 
Stetler, president of the Phar­ 
maceutical

co m m en ts, 
"... Medically and scientifically, 
1 would say there’s a uniform 
opinion that equivalency cannot 
be assumed today ."

Plugging telephone equipment 
into the communications net- 
Washington Merry-Go-Round

Hoover's Blackmail Tactics 
Bv JACK ANDERSON 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON 
- We have 
established beyond reasonable 
doubt that the late J. Edgar 
Hoover kept blackmail files on 
prominent 
people, 
including 
Presidents John F. Kennedy, 
Lyndon B Johnson and Richard 
M. Nixon. 
These raw files contained 
gleanings from 
FBI 
offices 
around the country. Hoover’s 
minons, 
knowing he liked 
derogatory information about 
people in power, kept him well 
suppled. 
His agents spent a great deal 
of time, for example, observing 
and reporting on the sexual 
adventures of celebrities. The 
choice tidbits, ranging from pure 
gossip to vicious slander, were 
swept into fattening folders. 
The late FBI chief kept the 
most sensitive folders in his 
personal custody. They were 
removed after his death, ac­ 
cording to our sources, by his 
faithful factotum, ClydeTolson. 
These files could have had no 
possible purpose except black­ 
mail. 
Their 
existence 
is 
disturbing evidence that Hoover 
had turned the FBI into a 
political 
police force whose 
snooping practices had become 
all too similar to those of Adolf 
Hitler's Gestapo and Joseph 
Stalin’s KGB. 
Hoover was not an overt 
blackmailer. 
His 
power 
depended for half a century on 
the good will of the nation’s 
elected leaders, whose favor he 
curried. He, therefore, posed as 
their friend who wanted only to 
protect them from the whispers 
their enemies might spread. 
By this approach, he made 
them aware subtly that he, too, 
knew their secrets. Inevitably, 
the 
word filtered through 
^Washington that Hoover had a 
dossier 
on every influential 
figure in town. 
This whispered word had the 
effect of blackmail, without 
Hoover having to resort to the 
ugly practice. There were few 
important 
personages 
in 
Washington who didn’t wonder 
nervously how much the FBI 


chief knew about them. 
We spoke to former aides, for 
example, of every President 
since Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Without exception, even the 
Presidents 
themselves 
were 
convinced that Hoover had files 
on them 


The reaction of the late John 
F Kennedy was typical. He was 
reviewing some FBI reports in 
the Oval office one day. Sud­ 
denly, he looked up from his 
reading and remarked to an 
assistant: "I'd sure like to see 
the file the FBI has on me." 


Hoover also used gossip from 
his files to entertain a few key 
figures, whose support he sought 
to cultivate. 
In his private 
conversations with them, he 
might drop some inimate details 
about their contemporaries. Or 
if those he courted showed an 
interest, he might furnish them 
with actual samplings from the 
files. 
President Truman made it 
clear, 
with 
appropriate 
profanity, that he IukI no in­ 
terest in the FBI’s turgid prose, 
his 
former 
aides 
recall. 
President Eisenhower, on the 
other hand, got an occasional 
chuckle from his FBI reading, a 
former associate admits. 
President Kennedy’s ex-aides 
insist that he dkftft care to 
read about the sex lives and 
drinking habits of toe high and 
mighty. But Washington Post 
editor Benjamin C. Bradlee, a 
close personal friend of the late 
President, has quoted Kennedy 
as telling him: "Boy, the dirt 
(Hoover) has on those Senators. 
You wouldn’t believe it." 
According to Bradloo, Hoover 
ones brought Kennedy a picture 
of a 
prostitute who was 
cavorting on Capitol Hill. This 
was hardly a matter of great 
national gravity. 
President Johnson was an 
avid 
reader 
of 
Hoover’s

A National Academy of 
Sciences report has stated the 
imperative need to protect the 
telecommunications 
network 
from

customer-provided equipment. 
Certification, as envisioned by 
the FCC, would mean two things 
for the average telephone user- 
higher

situation before it is too late, a

And that's just about what's 
happening 
in 
the 
much- 
trumpeted investigation of the 
Teamsters’ Chicago-based $2.5 
billion 
pension 
and 
welfare 
funds. The U.S. Labor Depar­ 
tment's key investigative of­ 
ficers just aren’t inclined to go 
to the fire. They simply don’t 
want to move in the Chicago 
area for any length of time - and 
time is what's needed to pore 
through 
the 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of documents in­ 
volved in that fabulous pool of 
cash. 
And if they don't want to shift 
their home base from some West 
Coast or Southern or New 
England 
headquarters 
they 
don’t have to. And if they don't, 
then 
the 
powerful 
Inter­ 
departmental Policy Committee 
(of 
the 
Labor 
and Justice 
Departments) isn't so powerful 
and can whip up all the policies 
they wish. But who'll implement 
them? 
Jurisdiction 
over 
im­ 
plementation of the 1974 pension 
reform act - otherwise known as 
Employee Retirement Income 
Security Act < ERISA) - is on the 
hands of the Labor Depart­ 
ment's 
Labor-Management 
Services' Administration. And 
their compliance officers have a 
union naturally enough known 
as the National Union of Com­ 
pliance Officers. If they don't 
investigate, there is no way of 
getting to the tons of documents 
without 
subpoenas, 
without 
grand juries, without shotgun 
approaches and without using 
300 to 400 FBI and Justice 
Department agents. 
The enforcement 
of the 
ERISA reforms are in the hands 
of 
the 
Labor 
Department's 
compliance officers. They can 
move into action merely on 
routine civil inspections - like 
bank examiners. 
Alright, the compliance of­ 
ficers' hearts are in the right 
place (we must take for gran­ 
ted), but their homes aren't, for 
the 
purposes 
of 
his 
in­ 
vestigation. And they don’t have 
to 
accept 
permanent 
reassignments, or even for three 
or four years. They’re not under 
FBI or Justice Department-type 
discipline. They have a union. 
They must be consulted. And 
they can reject relocation under 
their union contract. 
So this leaves the few Chicago 
area compliance officers to 
handle toe gargantuan pension 
and welfare fund probe. At.their 
rate any malfeasance found in 
the handling of the 82.5 billion 
would 
make 
retirement 
academic unless those newly- 
discovered 111 and 116-year-olds 
have found what Ponce de Leon 
sought in Florida, and are 
willing to share it. 


It would take years for 
a 
handful of men to sift through 
records - and of course this 
would 
force

Justice 
Department's criminal sections 
into action That would mean 
subpoenaing all those millions of 
pieces 
of paper and going 
through many more entries, 
checks, interlocking ownerships

inside the Labor-Management 
Services Administration and the 
compliance officers can't be 
bypassed under the law. some 11 
of them were invited to come to 
Washington and politely asked if 
they wanted to go to a fire. 
They met with a number of 
high 
Labor 
and 
Justice 
Department officials who are 
ready to give the go-go signal 
That was during the late mor 
ning of Jan. 6 (1976). Supposedly 
it was all explained to them 
They’d have to shift their home 
base and family for a year, 
perhaps two or three, to dig into 
charges that Mafia-connected 
operators had infiltrated the 
T eam sters’ 
C entral 
States 
Pension mechanism. 


Just what 
the compliance 
officers' decision was 1 can’t 
yet 
report 
But 
the sheer 
ludicrousness of the red tape, 
the rigidity of the new law 
supposedly no^ protecting 30 
million 
American 
workers' 
pensions and scores of billions of 
pension dollars, the arrogance 
of men who call themselves 
compliance officers and the 
union clauses which protect the 
investigators, 
thus providing 
loopholes through which a truck 
could be driven for those who 
should be probed, are awesome 
to contemplate 
These pension billions are one 
of the largest sources of private 
capital in the economy. They 
are so immense they can be used 
to succor cities, to salvage 
states, to invest money in much 
needed construction develop­ 
ment of housing, power stations, 
hospitals, etc. 
Yet 
because 
the 
Labor 
Department has the respon­ 
sibility for investigation, en­ 
forcement and surveillance of 
fiduciary reasonableness and 
ethics of investment, it can't be 
bypassed - and the 100 or so 
compliance officers, who really 
can't be bumped under their 
union contract, are the arbiters 
of just how swiftly the whole 
investigatory 
machinery will 
move. 
Wo what good the rhetoric of 
New 
Jersey’s 
Sen. 
Pete 
Williams, who hails the ERISA 
Act as another Biaentennial sign 
of freedom of the working class? 
"As a chief sponsor of ERISA, 
I believe the full implementation 
o the Act will mark a century of 
advancement in this field." 
"Our goal was to protect the 
reasonable expectations of plan 
participants and beneficiaries. 
(and) insure the workers’ legal 
right to their pensions," says 
Williams. 
But the compliance officers 
who have the final say aren’t 
being moved by rhetoric And 
for the moment not by anything. 
They appear to be asking, 
"Where’s the fire?”

from any nation can enter any 
American port and compete for

or more The American Institute 
of Merchant Shipping explains

available, this Is precisely what 
Is done Business between the 
United Kindgom and India a bit

trades, and try to generate at

The fleets of other nations 
operate in a "closed Conference 
system " in which the members

Hoover’s Blackmail Tactics 
By JACK ANDERSON 
with I.EN VNIIITTEN 
WASHINGTON - We have 
established beyond reasonable 
doubt that the late J. Edgar 
Hoover kept blackmail files on 
prominent 
people, 
including 
Presidents John F 
Kennedy, 
Lyndon B Johnson and Richard 
M Nixon 
These 
raw 
files contained 
gleanings 
from 
FBI 
offices 
around the country 
Hoover's 
minons, 
knowing 
he 
liked 
derogatory information about 
people in power, kept him well 
suppled 
Hu agents spent a great deal 
of time, for example, observing 
and reporting on the sexual 
adventures of celebrities 
The 
choice tidbita.rangingfrom pure 
gossip to vicious slander, were 
swept into fattening folders 
The late FBI chief kept the 
most sensitive folders in hu 
personal custody 
They were 
removed after hu death, ac­ 
cording to our sources, by hu 
faithful factotum, Clyde Tolson. 
These files could have had no 
possible purpose except black­ 
m ail. 
Their 
existence 
is 
disturbing evidence that Hoover 
had turned the FBI into a 
political 
police 
force 
whose 
snooping practices had become 
all too sim ilar to those of Adolf 
Hitler's Gestapo and Joseph 
Stalin 1 KGB 
Hoover 
was not an overt 
blackm ailer 
His 
power 
depended for half a century on 
the good will of the nation's 
elected leaders, whose favor he 
curried He. therefore, posed as 
their friend who wanted only to 
protect them from the whispers 
their enemies might spread 
By this approach, he made 
them aware subtly that ha, too, 
knew their secrets Inevitably, 
the 
word 
filtered 
through 
Washington that Hoover had a 
dossier 
on 
every 
influential 
figure in town. 
This whispered word had the 
effect 
of 
blackmail, 
without 
Hoover having to resort to the 
ugly practice 
There were few 
im portant 
personages 
in 
Washington who didn't wonder 
nervously how much the FBI 


chief knew about them 
We spoke to former aides, for 
example, of every President 
since Franklin D 
Roosevelt 
Without 
exception, 
even the 
Presidents 
themselves 
were 
convinced that Hoover had files 
on them 


The reaction of the late John 
F Kennedy was ty pical He was 
reviewing some FBI reports in 
the Oval office one day. Sud­ 
denly. he looked up from hu 
reading and remarked to an 
assutant: " l ‘d sure like to see 
the file the FBI has on me " 


Hoover also used gossip from 
his files to entertain a few key 
figures, whose support he sought 
to 
cultivate 
In hu 
private 
conversations with them, 
he 
might drop some inimate details 
about their contemporaries Or 
if those he courted showed an 
interest, he might furnuh them 
with actual samplings from the 
files 
President Truman made It 
clear, 
with 
appropriate 
profanity, that he bad no in­ 
terest in the F B I's turgid prose, 
his 
form er 
aides 
recall. 
President Eisenhower, on the 
other hand, got an occasional 
chuckle from hu FBI reading , a 
former associate admita 
President Kennedy 's ex-aides 
insist that he dkkt't care to 
read about the sex lives and 
drinking habits of the high and 
mighty. But Washington Past 
editor Benjamin C. Bradlee, a 
close personal friend of the late 
President, has quoted Kennedy 
as telling him: "Boy. the dirt 
(Hoover) has on those Senators 
You wouldn’t believe it.” 
According to Bradlee, Hoover 
once brought Kennedy a picture 
of 
a 
prostitute 
who 
w as 
cavorting on Capitol Hill This 
was hardly a matter of great 
national gravity. 
President Johnson was an 
avid 
reader 
of 
H oover’s

Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
Butz in early December urging 
USDA to impose the quarantine 
if Texas failed to comply with 
uniform methods and rules for 
brucellosis eradication Boillot 
stated that he had contacted 
Butz to express opposition to 
proposed action by the Texas 
and Southwest Cattle RAisers 
Association which would have 
allowed interstate shipment of 
brucellosis-infected or exposed 
cattle. 
He stated, ”1 believe it is 
imperative that the federal 
government as well as state 
agencies must take strong ac­ 
tion to aaaur that the burcelkais 
eradication program la not 
allowed to falter as a result of 


laction of one state. Missouri’s 
agricultrural community and 
term organizations continue to 
give strong support toward 
complete 
eradication 
of 
Brucellosis. 
“Should the Texas Animal 
Health Commission formalize a 
program as suggested by the 
Texas and Southwest Cattle 
Reisers 
Association, 
which 
would be detrimental to our 
bovine brucellosis efforts, I 
would urge that a federal 
quarantine of Texas be imposed 
and asure you that Missouri 
will impose a state embargo to 
protect our Missouri cowherds.” 
Missouri ranks second only to 
Texas in total numbers of cattle.

Enrollments continue to soar 
in U.S. agricultural colleges

Agricultural college en­ 
rollments continued their 
upward spiral across the na­ 
tion in 1975, although at a 
slightly slower rate. 
Fall term enrollment in 
70 of the nation’s colleges 
of agriculture jumped from 
81,736 in 1974 to 91,487 in 
1975—an increase of 11.9 
percent. The 1974 enroll­ 
ment was 13.6 percent high­ 
er than that of 1973. 
Among single-campus en­ 
rollments, the University of 
Missouri-Columbia ranked 
10th in 1975 with an enroll­ 
ment of 2,730, says Homer 
C. Folks, associate dean for 
teaching in the UMC Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
UMC had been ninth in 
agricultural enrollment in 
7T 1. in recent years. 


However, since the fall of 
1974 the University of Mas­ 
sachusetts p a s s e d UMC, 
making it the 10th largest 
in 1975. 
Massachusetts h a d the 
second largest gain in agri­ 
cultural enrollments since 
1974. Texas A & M was first 
in this category, and UMC 
was ninth. 
UMC’s gain of 332 stu­ 
dents since 1974 was almost 
a 14 percent increase, Folks 
said. However, the percent­ 
age of undergraduate wom­ 
en in the UMC College of 
Agriculture jumped

nan 30 percent—from 
1974 to 510 in 1975.

The institute, a private non­ 
profit group, said the depart­ 
ment's 1976 plan for carrying 
out the 40-year-old Agricultural 
Conservation Program (ACP) 
"appears to have moved soil 
and water conservation efforts 
back into the ‘give-away’ era" 
before national attention was 
focused on environmental prob­ 
lems. 
The wildlife institute said 
that 
soil 
and 
water 
con­ 
servation needs must be ex­ 
plained in detail on a regional 
basis, that corrective actions to 
solve those needs must be list­ 
ed and explained to land­ 
owners However, the institute 
added, 
"Nowhere 
is 
such 
analysis found. Instead, sweep­ 
ing generalities are made ” 
The criticism was in a letter 
to Kenneth E Frick, adminis­ 
trator of the department's Agri­ 
cultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service, the agency 
which handles the conservation 
program. Under ACP, farmers 
can get government payments 
covering 50 to 75 per cent of the 
cost 
of 
approved 
projects, 
which range from terracing, 
strip-cropping and pond-build­ 
ing to irrigation and forestry. 
The 1976 authorization for ap­ 
proved ACP programs is $175 
million to be divided among the 
states For years, various ad­ 
ministrations have tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to reduce or eliminate 
ACP entirely, claiming that to­ 
day’s farmers should pay more 
or all of the cost of protecting 
land and water resources 
But each time Congress has 
insisted that ACP be operated 
fully. Several years ago when 


the 
administration 
proposed

Under

"grandfather" 
clause, counties are legally free 
to offer 1976 ACP help to farm­ 
ers for five-year-old types of 
projects Many of those, the in­ 
stitute said, are not keyed to 
conservation but to farm pro­ 
duction and profit-making 
Thus, according to one de­ 
partment spokesman, the de­ 
partment has very little control 
over projects which individual 
counties say are qualified for 
government cost-sharing pay­ 
ments 
The institute's argu­ 
ment, 
the 
spokesman said, 
should be with Congress 
The institute's letter nonethe­ 
less cited examples in which 
the bulk of a state's federal 
ACP money has gone to such 
things as irrigaton, tree farm­ 
ing and other activities which it 
said are production and profit 
oriented 
In 1973, for example, 76 per 
cent of Arizona's federal ACP 
fund allocation was used for 
improving irrigated land, an 
acreage which represents only 
1.6 per cent of the state’s total 
land area Other big irrigation 
states in the west showed sim­ 
ilar trends, the institute said 
Another inequity, the institute 
said, has been the focus of ACP 
tree-planting and timber im­ 
provement funds in the south­

EUCLID, Ohio - George 
Crum, the Indian chef who in­ 
vented the potato chip more 
than 120 years ago, would be 
amazed to learn what they've 
done to his culinary creation 
around the world. 
The real potato chip, which 
started as a thin slice of raw 
potato deep fried and salted, 
now is still in the same shape. 
But is available in nearly two 
dozen flavors, ranging from 
roast chicken flavor in Canada 
to Seaweed flavor in Japan. 
The flavored chip erase has 
only mildly caught on in the 
United States, where the potato 
chip was born in 1863. 
Only 20 per cent of the chips 
sold in this country are seasoned 
according to Robert Lippold, 
president of The Potato Chip 
Institute International, trade 
association for the billion and a 
half dollar chip industry. 
About 40 per cent of Canadian 
potato chips are flavored, while 
in some European countries 
flavored varieties of real chips 
amount to more than 76 per cent 
of the total consumed.

"800 393-3738." 
From Penny King's office, I went to the hospital 
emergency room to speak with Doctor Tom 
Pinkstaff. He finished putting stitches in a 
patient, then we moved tp a temporarily deserted 


nurse's station to begin our discussion. 
"D r. Pinkstaff, when a child comes to you, what 
is the first thing which might lead you to believe It 
is a case of child abuse?" 
"Well, mainly I look for multiple bruises In a 
place where you wouldn't normally see bruises in 
a child. Along the back, on the face and neck and 
head 
and you look for burns. Most battered 
children have burn areas....cigarette burns. This 
Is very common." 
"These are purposely inflicted?" 
"Yes. When you talk about a battered child, you 
are talking about purposely inflicted injury. 
Either emotional or physical trauma. It's im 
portant to realize that emotional counts. We had 
one little girl who, for all practical purposes was 
locked in a bathroom for most of the first four 
years of her life. She was never beaten, but she 
was under a severe emotional trauma." 
"W as that here, in Southeast M issouri?" 
"That was in Southeast Missouri. And we've 
had a goodly number of starved children. Pur 
pose I y starved. There is a difference between 
neglect, and intentional starvation." 
"What is the average age of most battered 
children?" 
"The average age is between one year and four 
years. Although infants are certainly not ex­ 
cluded It is probably, after a year of age, the 
second leading cause of death in childhood. And I 
think those figures are darn good." 
" Is it a case primarily of parents being 
frustrated for one reason or another. I mean a 
case of the children just getting on a parent's 
nerves by crying, mis behaving, or something 
like that?" 
"Well, there is that aspect of it. But probably 
less than two per cent were really psychotic In­ 
dividuals who didn't know what they were doing. 
Probably less than a half were socio pathic?" 
"What is socio pathic?" 
"Socio pathics are people who perform anti­ 
social acts intentionally, but primarily due to 
some inner drive, or neurosis. A lot of it Is done on 
the spur of the moment, there's no doubt. But the 
classic case of the battered child, the one that we 
see the most, is a repeat thing. It's continued over 
a long period of time." 
"Are they sometimes sexually motivated." 
"W e've had quite a few who have been sexually 
abused The last one I saw was, in fact. And these 
are always tough. The thing that angers me the 
most is that these children are the victims of an 
act....it may be one of the highest incidents of 
murder, but it is not yet considered this for some 
reason, it's never really been pushed as a mur­ 
derous act yet. But the main thing to remember is 
that the child comes first. It's fine to want to get 
help for the parents ...but everything should be 
done to ensure the child's well being. And we have 
so many repeats. It has been estimated by people 
who have made studies of this that 70 per cent of 
child abuse cases are repeaters." 
" Is there anyway to take the child away after 
the first tim e?" 
"It Is extremely difficult, unless It is very bad 
I'm not one to separate a child from his natural 
parents, all things being equal, and I certainly 
agree with the welfare and legal departments in 
working for the family, but I think that after an 
attempt has been made and there has been no 
solution...or there has been a repeat, then I think 
it is best for the welfare of the child to be taken 
from the home." 
"A permanent separation can only be by a 
judge's order?" 
"Y e s." 
"What level judge can do that?" 
" I really don't know. But I will say that

"If a child comet into the hotpital you can 
admit it?" 
"Yet, for twenty hours. The latt battered child 
we had t admitted myself, In my own name for 
twenty hourt." 
"Could you take a child out of hit home?" 
"That's right." 
"You mean if someone called and said, 'Doc, 
come look at this. And you looked at the child and 
believed him to be a victim of child abuse, you 
could take him?" 
"That's right. I don't have to prove he's a 
battered child, fust suspect that he it battered. I 
can take him for twenty hours." 
"One thing I can't understand. If the father, 
say, it the abuser, why doesn't the mother step up 
and say something about It?" 
"It's rare that there Is one individual who is 
guilty. Certainly the mother would be guilty In the 
sense that she went along with It. Many of them do 
go along with it. Some will say a couple of weeks 
later that they knew he was battering the child for 
two weeks, but they were afraid. Well, the mother 
must also get some supportive need from this or 
she wouldn't stand by without letting somebody 
know that this was her child being battered. And I 
don't equate the mother's guilt or innocence with 
the fact that she did not do the act. She goes along 
with it. She's aware of It and doesn't report It, 
she's as guilty as the father." 
"Are there many cases where the mothers are 
actually guilty of the act?" 
"About fifty per cent. We run about fifty per­ 
cent, but some studies have shown that the 
mothers are more often guilty than the fathers. 
Most of the deaths are from the mothers. I've had 
seven children who were killed, brought in dead 
or died shortly after admission, not here in 
Sikeston but in my practice. And all but two were 
victims of their mother." 
"How were they killed?" 
"One mother tied the child in the bathtub and 
turned on the hot water and scalded the baby to 
death, another was a lawyer's wife who was in a 
post partum psychosis, meaning after delivery, 
and she beat a three week old baby's head against 
the floor until he died." 


"They started out to do this. I mean they 
weren't merely punishing the child and let It get 
away from them, were they?" I asked. 
"Ho, they were willful ads of murder. But of 
course It's a fine line. I guess Jim Moore would 
have to explain It to you, but to me , if you beat a 
child over a period of two years, I would say It 
was willful. But up until this time I have never 
seen the mother or the father prosecuted for their 
act." 
"Why not?" 
"I don't know. There seems to be the attitude 
that there is an illness, a psychosis involved. But 
it Isn't, it is socio-pathlc. But I can't think of 
anyone who has ever been sent to prison for this." 
"What Is the percentage of real parents to step­ 
parents, and-or boy friends and girlfriends?" 
"In the lower socioeconomic group there Is a 
higher percentage of step-parents, or boyfriends 
or girlfriends or what have you. The ma|ority of 
the mothers who are involved are the natural 
mothers. You are more likely to see a step father 
involved than a step mother." 
"How are most of the children reported in the 
first place? How do you ever get to see them?" 
"Most of the patients come to me from the 
iuvenile officer or the Family Services Division." 
"How do they know?" 
"Most of the time these are families which they 
have been following. Many times the children are 
reported by a baby sitter or a grandparent. I've 
had two reported directly to me by a grand­ 
parent." 
"Is there anything you would like to see done In 
Sikeston in the way of addressing this problem ?" 
"A few years ago I made several speeches 
about this, and there were several people who 
became concerned and we were going to set up a 
home or something, but we really just didn't know 
what steps to take. I think before we can really do 
anything there Is going to have to be more 
recognition of the battered child. More people are 
going to have to become involved in the reporting 
and the public made more aware." 
"I'm still having a difficult time determining 
the motivation," I said. "Why do the parents do 
it? Is it because the children just cry and cry and 
get on their nerves, or what?" 
"That is certainly an aspect of It. I've had two 
recently, two children irtthe same family." 
"But in most cases that would be accidentally, 
wouldn't it?" 


"But over a period of time, these kids had skull 
fractures, then bruises, then more bruises. The 
parents said the children aggravated them, but 
those were kids less than six months of age....they 
aren't Intentionally aggravating their parents. A 
lot depends on the parents' background too. By 
far the ma|ortty of parents who batter their 
children were battered themselves." 
. 
"But even being aggravated by a child 
I 
mean that doesn't explain things like burning 
them with a cigarette. That's not the kind of 
punishment you give a child." 
"Yes, but for parents who love their children: 
It's hard to understand that there are many 
people who simply do not want their children. The 
children are forced upon them and they are 
resentful. I think If there is one common threat It 
Is that these parents really, psychologically or 
* 
economically, didn't went their children." 
"I know it Is a controversial subject, but I would 
think a person could make a good case for en­ 
forced sterility against parents who have a 
history of child battering," I suggested. 
"Of course that Is my first reaction, but I have 
mixed feelings about It," Dr. Pinkstaff replied. 
"Are there many cases where parents have 
more than one child and batter them?" 
"Oh yes. I once had a family with three children 
and I had all three children In the hospital at the 
same time. They had all been battered. But you 
will also see sometimes, for one reason or 
another, where one child is spared and another 
battered. Sometimes that occurs when there are 
different fathers." 
"Is there a means for parents who have a very 
strong animosity toward a child to give that child 
away?" 
"Yes. I don't know all the legal ramifications 
here, but there Is a way they can sign them over." 
"Who would they sign them over to?" 
"I think Family Services could take care of 
them." 


"Where would they go then. To an orphanage?" 
"Not necessarily. See, adoptive parents are no 
trouble. We have a list of people waiting to adopt 
children. I get several calls a month from people 
who are wanting me to put them in touch with a 
child needing adoption. To me, that is one of the 
, „most distressing aspects of the whole thing. There 
is so much love waiting for so many children who 
are unloved."

He's the 
one I call because he is a prime mover, and he 
gets things done." 
"If a child comes into the hospital you can 
admit it?" 
"Yes, for twenty hours. The last battered child 
we had I admitted myself, in my own name for 
twenty hours." 
"Could you take a child out of his home?" 
"That's right." 
"You mean if someone called and said, 'Doc, 
come look at this. And you looked at the child and 
believed him to be a victim of child abuse, you 
could take him ?" 
"That's right. I don't have to prove he's a 
battered child, just suspect that he is battered. I 
can take him for twenty hours." 
"One thing I can't understand. If the father, 
say, is the abuser, why doesn't the mother step up 
and say something about it?" 
"It's rare that there is one individual who is 
guilty. Certainly the mother would be guilty in the 
sense that she went along with it. Many of them do 
go along with it. Some will say a couple of weeks 
later that they knew he was battering the child for 
two weeks, but they were afraid. Well, the mother 
must also get some supportive need from this or 
she wouldn't stand by without letting somebody 
know that this was her child being battered. And I 
don't equate the mother's guilt or innocence with 
the fact that she did not do the act. She goes along 
with it. She's aware of it and doesn't report it, 
she's as guilty as the father." 
"Are there many cases where the mothers are 
actually guilty of the act?" 
"About fifty per cent. We run about fifty per­ 
cent, but some studies have shown that the 
mothers are more often guilty than the fathers. 
Most of the deaths are from the mothers. I've had 
seven children who were killed, brought in dead 
or died shortly after admission, not here in 
Sikeston but in my practice. And all but two were 
victims of their mother." 
"How were they killed?" 
"One mother tied the child in the bathtub and 
turned on the hot water and scalded the baby to 
death, another was a lawyer's wife who was in a 
post partum psychosis, meaning after delivery, 
and she beat a three week old baby's head against 
the floor until he died." 


"They started out to do this. I mean they 
weren't merely punishing the child and let it get 
away from them, were they?" I asked. 
"No, they were willful acts of murder. But of 
course it's a fine line. I guess Jim Moore would 
have to explain it to you, but to me , If you beat a 
child over a period of two years, I would say it 
was willful. But up until this time I have never 
seen the mother or the father prosecuted for their 
act." 
"W hy not?" 
" I don't know. There seems to be the attitude 
that there is an illness, a psychosis involved. But 
it isn't, it Is socio pathic. But I can't think of 
anyone who has ever been sent to prison for this." 
"What is the percentage of real parents to step 
parents, and or boy friends and girlfriends?" 
"In the lewer socio economic group there is a 
higher percentage of step parents, or boyfriends 
or girlfriends or what have you. The majority of 
the mothers who are involved are the natural 
mothers. You are more likely to see a step father 
involved than a step mother." 
"How are most of the children reported In the 
first place? How do you ever get to see them ?" 
"Most of the patients come to me from the 
juvenile officer or the Family Services Division." 
"How do they know?" 
"M ost of the time these are families which they 
have been following. Many times the children are 
reported by a baby sitter or a grandparent. I've 
had two reported directly to me by a grand­ 
parent." 
"Is there anything you would like to see done In 
Sikeston in the way of addressing this problem ? " 
"A few years ago I made several speeches 
about this, and there were several people who 
became concerned and we were going to set up a 
home or something, but we really just didn't know 
what steps to take. I think before we can really do 
anything there is going to have to be more 
recognition of the battered child. More people are 
going to have to become involved in the reporting 
and the public made more aware." 
"I'm still having a difficult time determining 
the motivation," I said. "W hy do the parents do 
it? Is it because the children just cry and cry and 
get on their nerves, or w hat?" 
"That is certainly an aspect of it. I've had two 
recently, two children in the same family." 
"But in most cases that would be accidentally, 
wouldn't it?" 


"But over a period of time, these kids had skull 
fractures, then bruises, then more bruises. The 
parents said the children aggravated them, but 
these were kids less than six months of age....they 
aren't intentionally aggravating their parents. A 
lot depends on the parents' background too. By 
far the majority of parents who batter their 
children were battered themselves." 
. 
"But even being aggravated by a child 
I 
mean that doesn't explain things like burning 
them with a cigarette. That's not the kind of 
punishment you give a child." 


"Yes. but for parents who love their children: 
It's hard to understand that there are many 
people who simply do not want their children. The 
children are forced upon them and they are 
resentful. I think if there is one common threat it 
Is that these parents really, psychologically or 
economically, didn't want their children." 
" I know It Isa controversial subject, but I would 
think a person could make a good case for en­ 
forced sterility against parents who have a 
history of child battering," I suggested. 
"Of course that Is my first reaction, but I have 
mixed feelings about it/' Dr. Plnkstaff replied. 
"Are there many cases where parents have 
more than one child and batter them ? " 


"Oh yes. I once had a family with three children 
and I had all three children in the hospital at the 
same time. They had all been battered. But you 
will also see sometimes, for one reason or 
another, where one child is spared and another 
battered. Sometimes that occurs when there are 
different fathers." 
"Is there a means for parents who have a very 
strong animosity toward a child to give that child 
aw ay?" 
"Yes. I don't know all the legal ramifications 
here, but there is a way they can sign them over." 
"Who would they sign them over to?" 
" I think Family Services could take care of 
them." 


"Where would they go then. To an orphanage?" 
"Not necessarily. See, adoptive parents are no 
trouble. We have a list of people waiting to adopt 
children. I get several calls a month from people 
who are wanting me to put them in touch with a 
child needing adoption. To me, that is one of the 
most distressing aspects of the whole thing. There 
is so much love waiting for so many children who 
are unloved."

Neuwirth, Ronee Blakley, star 
of the movie “Nashville,” and 
some tour mates of folk times 
past, Joan Baez and Ramblin’ 
Jack Elliott, the cowboy from 
Brooklyn Well, the tour hap­ 
pened, starting in “ America’s 
home town,” Plymouth, Mass., 
in a 1,800-seat hall and ending, 
22 cities, 30 concerts and five 
weeks later, in a December 
benefit concert for imprisoned 
Ruben “Hurricane” Carter in 
New York’s 20,000-seat Madison 
Square Garden 
Roger McGuinn, ex-Byrd, ap­ 
peared as a guest at the first 
concert and stayed through the 
w h o l e 
“ Rolling 
Thunder 
Revue.” Joni Mitchell appeared 
as 
a 
guest 
about 
halfway 


through the tour and stayed for 
the rest. Such persons as Gor­ 
don Iaghtfoot, Arlo Guthrie, 
Robbie Robertson, David Blue, 
Mimi Farina and a Cherokee 
medicine man named Rolling 
Thunder dropped m for a time. 
Poet Allen Ginsberg and gypsy 
violinist Scarlet Rivera were 
along. Muhammad Ali, Roberta 
Flack and Richie Havens took 
part in the finale. 
It had been a year in which 
the Rolling Stones and the Who 
had made big tours. Dylan’s 
tour was smaller, traveling in 
buses, in the Northeast and 
Canada, about half the time 
playing small halls. But still it 
was important. Dylan, along 
with the Beatles, is known as 
the most influential voice in 
pop music of the 1960s and any­ 
thing he does is noteworthy. 
This time, he was 
singing 
“ Hurricane” among his new 
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songs, an outcry against in­ 
justice and a return to that con­ 
cern for Dylan, who lately has 
been writing in the good-time 
country vein. 
The night before the big ben­ 
efit, the Rolling Thunder Revue 
had performed at the New Jer­ 
sey prison where former mid­ 
dleweight fighter Carter cur­ 
rently is serving a sentence on 
conviction of murdering three 
persons in a Patterson, N.J., 
bar in 1966 Dylan is convinced 
of his innocence. 
Before the concert, various 
performers, though not Dylan, 
spoke about the tour. Dylan's 
wife, Sara, and son, Jessie, 9, 
were with him at the prison. 
Joan Baez said that the per­ 
formance had been her idea, 
after. Dylan suggested they go 
out to visit Carter “Why raise 
the jealousy level of people out 
here, that Carter is getting all 
the attention I thought it would 
be nicer to share a show with 
everybody here We had a free 
night ” 
She had had a tour of her 
own scheduled for November 
and December, Miss Baez said, 
but it was “ irresistible” to can­ 
cel that and go on tour with 
Dylan 
“W ere an incredibly 
happy family,” she said. “ Ev­ 
erybody put away big egos; we 
knew we couldn't live that 
way.”
